We publish by requeat the following See- 
tions in Chapters 87 and 88 of the Genera! 
Statutes, relating to Common Nuisances and 
Billiard tables and Bowling alleys. Owners 
of buildings and keepers of saloons should 
read itcarefully. A hint tothe wise ia suf- 
ficient. 

SUPPRESSION OF COMMON NUISANCES. 

Sect. 6. Ali buildings, places, or tene- 
mente, resorted to for prostitution, lewduces, 
or illegal gaming, or used for the illegal keep- 
ing or sale of intoxicating liquors, shall be 
deemed common nuisances, 

Sect. 7. Whoever keeps or maintains 
such common nuisance shail be punished by 
fine not exceeding one thousand dollars, or 
imprisonment tn the county jail not exceed- 


| Ing one year. 


Sect. 9, Whoever knowingly lets a build- 


| Ing or tenement owned ody him, or under his 


control, fur any purpose enuinerated in sec- 
tion 61x, or knowingly permits such building 
or tenement, or any part thereof, while under 
bis control, to be used for such purpose, or 
after due notice of any such use omits to take 
all reasonable measures to eject therefrom the

Sscr. 70. Whoever without such license 
seeps or suffers to be kept in a house, building, 
yard, or dependency thereof, by him actually 
occupied or owned, a table for the purpose of 
playing at billiards, or a bow!ing alley for the 
purpose of playing at bowls, for hire, gain or 
reward, or for hire, gain, or reward suffers 
any person to resort to the same for such 
purpose, shall forfeit for every such offence a 
sum not exceeding one hundred dollars. 

Sect. 71. The keeper of a billiard room 
or table, or bowling alley, who adimils a 
minor thereto without the written consent of 
hig parent or guardian, or who suffers any 
person to play at the same after six o'clock 
in the afternoon on Saturday, or after ten 
o'clock in the afternoon of any other day, 
shal] forfeit ten dollars for the first und twenty 
dollars for each subsequent offence. 

Sect. 72. Any marshal or his deputy, 
sheriff or his deputy, constable, police officer, 
or watchman, may at any time enter into a 
billiarc rom, bowling alley, or other room 
connected therewith, for the purpose of en- 
forcing any law of the state; and whoever 
obstructs or hinders the entrance of such 
officer shall be punished by fine of not less 
than five nor more than twenty dollars. 

Sect. 73. The provisions of section 
thirty-two shall apply tothe erection, occu- 
pancy, or use, of buildings for bowling alleys 
in any city or town.

He was followed by Mr. Gage, who 
agreed with Mr. Comins iu some pointe, but 
gave his opinion in favor of Greenieaf’s 
rather than Eaton's. 

Mr. L. P. Forbush expressed himself, 
briefly, in favor of Greenleaf's Arithmetic, and 
thought that it made little difference whether 
the answera were given in the text book or 
not. He also epoke favorably of both Dans 
P. Colburn’s and Robinson's Arithmetic. 

The hour for adjournment having arrived, 
the debate stopped, and the question was es- 
aigned for a future meeting. 

These meetings of the Teachers are pros 
ductive of goad to all who attend them; and 
serve to give a new phase of thought to many 
who otherwise might be plodding in some 
dull routine. ».

United States Internal Revenue. 


Annual Taxes for 1864, 


FP HE attention of tax-payers is hereby cal)- 

ed to the provisions of the United States 
Excise Law relative to the assessment of an- 
nual taxes. 

By the sixth section of the act of July 1, 
1862, it is made the duty of all persons, part- 
nerships, firms, associations, or corporations, 
made hiable to any annual duty, license, or tax,
